Town seeks further 
meeting with M.D. 
on water agreements 


The committee of the 
whole had spirited discus- 
sion on August 6 regarding 
the conditions mentioned in 
a letter received from the 
M.D, of Sturgeon in refer- 
ence to the approval of the 
purchase of land for the 
purpose of constructing a 
water line from the City of 
Edmonton to St. Albert. 

A memorandum from the 
Administrator outlined the 
situation citing that “the 
main consideration is ‘all- 
owing the Municipal District 
of Sturgeon water hook-up 
for its residents’.’’ The 
memorandum went further, 
stating that the Town of St, 
Albert will be limited by the 
terms of an agreement with 
the City as to the distribu- 
tion of water as follows: 


“Not to redistribute water 
to consumers located out- 
side of the Town limits with- 
out the prior written con- 
sent of the City,’’ 

Mr. Byron’s memo ex- 
pressed the opinion that the 
needs of the Town are para- 
mount, and to this end the 
Town is prepared to under- 
take considerable expense to 
ensure an adequate supply 
of water, The Municipal Dis- 
trict should properly enter 
into its own arrangements 
to supply water to its citi- 
zens,’’ 

The suggestion contained 
in the memo proposed ‘Coun- 
cil may wish to suggest to 
the M,D, that subject to the 
approval of the City, awater 
supply could be made avail- 
able for residential purposes

The final point brought 
out in Mr, Byron’s memo 
was that there was ‘‘an ur- 
gency to proceeding with ar- 
rangements and construc- 
tion for another supply of 
water; and if delays are lik- 
ely to be encountered in ne- 
gotiations with the M.D, and 
the City regarding supplying 
water to M.D. residents, then 
an application should be 
made to the Local Author- 
ities Board as soon as 
possible, ”’ 

Mayor Ray Gibbon moved 
that the committee follow 
the recommendations of the 
Administrator and that both 
items should be followed; the 
applications should be made 
to the Local Authorities 
Board and the negotiations 
should get underway for the 
right-of-ways for the water 
mains, with a supply of water 
being given to affected pro- 
perty owner subject to the 
city’s approval. 

Coun, Throndson inquired 
of the mayor if he was also 
going along with the recom- 
mendation that it is suggest- 
ed to the M.D, that water be 
supplied to the residences 
which are perpendicular to 
the water line, The mayor 
answered no and said, ‘‘I 
believe that we should be 
negotiating with the MD.

Every angler has a very 
elear vision of the kind of 
fishing he’d like, someday, 
to find, It starts with lots of 
fish, big fish, and fighting 
fish that will strike your 
line all day long. This long 
thought of dream came true 
by a very around-about way 
last week, The July 3lst 
issue of the Gazette ran an 
article concerning two 
people who had an unfor- 
tunate experience at the 
‘World's most northern 
sport fishing camp’’ called 
Arctic Outpost Camps, 

The owner of the camp, 
Mr, Mike Hackman upon 
reading the article called 
the writer and assured me 
some of the remarks were 
uncalled for and invited me 
up to the camp to see for 
myself what it had to offer 
and how it was run, Being 


many times dreamed of trips 
such as this it didn’t take 
me long to accept the invita- 
tion, 

The following morning, 
August 3 found me down at 
the Edmonton Industrial Air- 
port boarding a Gateway 
Aviation flight along with 
22 other fishermen from as 
far away as France, We left 
Edmonton at 7:15 am, on 
our 1,400 mile journey to 
Victoria Island in the Arctic 
Ocean, We made a refueling 
stop at Yellowknife, capital 
of the Northwest Territories 
at 10:15 and after a 20 min- 
ute stop were on our way. 
At 12 noon Captain Garner 
advised us we were enter- 
ing the Arctic Circle where 
the temperature was 47 de- 
grees, about normal for this 
time of the year. 

We arrived at the camp 


encountered the only dis- 
appointment of the entire 
trip, The Nordwell tracked 
vehicle which is used to 
transport the guests to the 
lodge had broken down on 
the trip to the airplane and 
we had to walk a 1/2 mile 
to Char Lake where we were 
then boated to the lodge, 
During the walk I spoke to 
many guests.that were just 
finishing a week’s stay and 
all were very satisfied at 
the camp facilities and the 
tremendous fishing they had 
encountered, Within an hour 
or so all incoming guests 
were comfortably quartered 
in their tent cabins or rooms 
that adjoined the lodge, The 
sleeping accommodations 
were excellent in the tent 
cabins which housed two or 
four guests, All beds were

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from the point of view of the 
fact that we have no control 
over the supply of water 
within the M.D, at all, based 
on the past agreement which 
we had with the City of Ed- 
monton which expired in 
1968, and the water agree- 
ment which we are going to 
have to sign in order that we 
can get water into our sec- 
ond line, We can suggest to 
the City of Edmonton that 
this be done but I believe 
that we have to make the M.D, 
aware of our shortcomings 
with respect to any control, ’’ 

Coun, Lukay commented 
that he could not support the 
motion, ‘‘I do feel that there 
is room for negotiations be- 
tween the M.D, and the City 
in this regard, I don’t think 
that there would be that many 
hook-ups to be negotiated 
and I hate to take a stand 
with the scheduled motion,’’ 
In clarification the mayor 
stated that he had included 
in his motion both of the 
routes projected by the ad- 
ministrator in the memor- 
andum, ‘‘We should not wait 
to go to the Local Authorit- 
ies Board,’’ he added. I be- 
lieve that there is certain 
urgency in the case of a 
water line coming into the 
Town of St, Albert from the 
City of Edmonton and we 
should make application 
forthwith to the Local Auth- 
orities Board, In the mean- 
time we can try to negotiate 
with the MD. based on the 
administrator’s memo, Oth- 
erwise we shall find our- 
selves in negotiations until 
December, January, Feb- 
ruary or March and we are 
then in a pretty bad situa- 
tion, ’” 

Coun, de Bruijn stated that 
he feels that the conditions 
attached by the M.D, are 
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beyond the capability of the 
Town to comply with. ‘‘If it 
is the desire of the M.D, of 
Sturgeon to supply their re- 
sidents with water from the 
City of Edmonton maybe they 
would like to join with us in 
a joint application to the 
City for the construction of 
this water supply line so that 
they can then service the 
residents of the MD, and 
then they can become joint 
owners of the line, But our 
agreement and the other 
agreements that the City 
signs are pretty much along 
the same format and the only 
way that we can really 
comply with the requests 
laid down by the M.D. is for 
some kind of joint approach 
to the City with maybe a 
specific water agreement 
for that area between St, 
Albert and Edmonton that 
goes through the MD. of 
Sturgeon, Demands are being 
made on the Municipality to 
in essence supply M.D. 90 
with water, The only way we 
can supply MD, 90 with 
water is through a system 
of three-party-organization 
to supply residents of the 
M.D, and I think that is the 
approach we have to take. 
We cannot comply with the 


requests laid down under 


the existing arrangements 


that the City writes their 


water purchase agreements 


If it is their intention to 


negotiate then I think that 
it should be three way nego- 
tiations, I don’t think that 


the St, Albert Council should 


be asked to carry the ball 
for the MD, council and 


that is what they are asking 


us to do, I think that we 


should assist them in three 


way negotiation, ’’ 

The mayor stated that he 
was in agreement with Coun, 
de Bruijn and that the agree- 


agreement, “‘It was approx- 
imately a year and a half 
ago that we met, the MD. 
Council, the City of Edmon- 
ton, and the Town of St. 
Albert on water. The result 
was a flat refusal to service 
any area outside of the City 
of Edmonton that was not 
already being serviced by 
the City with water, until’ 
such time that the areas out- 
side of the City agreed to 
their annexation proposals, 
That is still the stand that 
the city takes, While I con- 
cur with Coun, de Bruijn 
I think that the answer we 
would get back from the 
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ment should be a three-way 


City of Edmonton would be 
a flat no, I think that at 
this particular time what 
we are trying to do is look 
after our water needs for 
1974 and that is why I would 
like to get on with the game 
on the basis ofthe two fronts, 
and see what we come up 
with,”’ 

“(My only comment,’’ said 
Coun, Lukay, ‘‘is that we 
have had many discussions 
with the MD. going back to 
several years ago and itwas 
always suggested that we 
would take on at least that 
much responsibility - to ser- 
vice those residents adjacent 
to our line, Inthis particular 
case it is recommended by 
Mr, Byron, I do not know 
how many residents this 
would involve but I don’t 
think that it would be a par- 
ticularly great number, Fur- 
thermore, we have always 
done this with the city and 
most often have had permis- 
sion to do so, Iam concerned 
about the fact that we have 
our own shortage of water 
and would not want to jeo- 
pardize our own supply, butI 
do feel that if we get this 
line that a few additional 
services that we would have 
in the MD, will no longer 
be a problem, So I would 
like to see that we go along 
with this and I feel that they 
(Edmonton) might give us 
approval, ’’ 

Coun, Hudson stated that 
he thought that it was ‘time 
that we told the M.D, of Stur- 
geon that we are not magi- 
cians, We cannot do what 
they ask, and it is as simple 
as that, Now if that means 
that we cannot get a permit 
from them, then that is too 
bad because we cannot hold a 
gun to the head of the City of 
Edmonton, We are up against 
two political groups,’’ Coun, 
Hudson made an amendment 
to the original motion to the 
effect that the M.D, is ad- 
vised that St, Albert has no 
ability to negotiate on their 
behalf and that permission is 
not sought from the City to 
service residences within 
the 200 foot boundary. He 
later withdrew the amend- 
ment and Mayor Gibbon split 
his motion to, first: approach 
the Local Authorities Board 
for authority to commence 
land acquisition, and second: 
to approach the MD, 

Coun, Bakker noted that 
the order should be first to 
approach the M.D, Coun, de 
Bruijn stated that the ur- 
gency of the project was 
recognized by everyone on 
the council and also by their 
political counterparts in the 
M.D, “That is why they are 
attempting to use it as a 
club, it is not even a subtle 
form of  blackmail,’’ he 
stressed, 

The mayor’s motion re- 
ceived a vote of 2 to 5 and 
was defeated, Councillors de 
Bruijn, Lukay, Throndson, 
Fyfe and Bakker opposed, 

Coun, Bakker moved that 
they proceed with negotia- 
tions with the M.D, so that 
the matter could be resolv- 
ed, It was decided that the 
best method to proceed was 
between councils, The meet- 
ing was moved by Coun, Luk- 
ay to-take place on August 
13 and the committee voted 
unanimously in favour, 
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ceed with this needed factl- 
ity,’ 

Coun, de Bruijn posed the 
question whether using the 
particular grant would put 
the town inthe position where 
other grants would not apply. 
‘It is my understanding with 
a river crossing that there 
may be both federai and pro- 
vinclal grants which apply 
and very often they have a 
habit of only letting you ap- 
ply for one grant for a spe- 
cific project, I think that 
before we commit ourselves 
to the allocation of this par- 
ticular fund for this purpose 
we should find out what other 
funds are available and work 
it out on that basis which is 
the best overall for the citi- 
zens,’ Coun, de Bruijn went 
on to state that he did not 
feel that the committee was 
dealing with enough inforina- 
tion and that when it came 
down to the committing of the 
grant more information was 
required. 

Coun, Bakker made the 
motion on the subject stat- 
ing, ‘that the committee re- 
commend to council that 
roadway construction prior- 
ities give first priority to 
bridge construction linking 
Grandin Road and Mission 
Avenue, with the approaches 
being part of that priority 
and the second priority being 
the linking of Grandin Road 
with St, Anne Street and that 
staff ascertain grants avail- 
able to support construction 
of those priorities, ’’ 

Coun, Lukay stated that 
he couldn’t support the mo- 
tion on the grounds that the 
council had to do some pre- 
liminary work in the area 
of the item dealing with the 
bridge, “‘It is suggested that 
Mission Avenue is to be up~ 
graded,’’ he said, “but ! 
would be inclined to think a 
different class of road would 
be needed than is there pre- 
sently, I think that this in- 
volves more preliminary 
work to be done and a de- 
cision on what those roads 
are going to be, before we 
start proceeding with the 
bridge. ’’ 

Further commenting on 
the list of projects, Coun, 
Lukay told the committee 
that he agreed fully with the 
sixth item on the memoran- 
dum (dealing with the exten- 
sion of Grandin Road linking

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Doug spent 25 days big game 
hunting, He is also president 
of Lindhurst Gun Club, 
southwest of Stony Plain, 
In addition Mr, Penny has 
played a lot of baseball in- 
cluding a stint as shortstop 
in the Bix 6 league in south- 
ern Alberta, and has coached 
little league ball. ‘‘Hunting 
time will certainly be re- 
duced if I’m elected,’’ said 
Mr. Penny, “but I am really 
anxious to get involved in 
St, Albert council work, and 
feel this is the area where 
I could best serve the com- 
munity, ’’ 

While he has some uni- 
versity, Doug does not feel 
he is “that highly educated’’ 
but he thinks that his exper- 
fence will be an asset, After 
three years with the RCAF 
he joined the Federal De- 
partment of Agriculture and 
spent five years as a land 
surveyor. Then he joined 
the RCMP and served as a 
plainclothes officer with Se- 
curity and Jntelligence Divi- 
sion, gaining honourable dis- 
charge after seven years, 
Shortly after he joined the 
Workmen’s Compensation 
Board, staying 11 years and 
ending up as senior claims 
investigator, During the last 
eight years he was with the 
Board, Mr, Penny spent two 
days per week with the Re- 
serve Air Forces in Ed- 
monton area, in charge of 
Security for the Reserve Air 
Force, with the rank of Flight 
Lieutenant, gaining further 
administrative experience, 

At the flower shop Mr, 
Penny assists his wife with 
administrative work while 
Audrey handles the actual 
daily operation, They have 
been in business in St, Al- 
bert for six and one-half 
years and on January list 
of this year purchased a 
home in Grandin Park,

out town and will have to 
work hard to win a seat,

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Trustee Fraser will not 
seek re-election 


Dave Fraser, who has been 
on the St, Albert District #3 
School Board for 12 years, 
eight of them as chairman, 
will not seek re-election in 
the October elections, ‘‘I’ve 
made up my mind to retire,” 
sald Mr, Fraser yesterday, 
“and I think after 12 years 
I’m due for a period of rela- 
xation from public affairs, 
It is time for someone else, 
perhaps with more youth and 
vigor, to take over,’’ 

Mr, Fraser also served 
two terms as vice-chairman, 
in 1963 and 1973, was chair- 
man from 1964 to 1972 and 
during all of his 12 years 
had the job of chairman of 
the Salary Negotiations 
Committee, 

“I’m beginning to won- 
der,’’ he commented, what 
interest parents have in edu- 
cation,” Teachers and 
educators have concerns, he 
said, and even run for trus- 
tees, Mr, Fraser feels how- 
ever that a good representa- 
tion is needed on school 
boards, both by area and by 
vocation, and wishes that 
more parents would get into 
this work, Noting that school 
trustees have a lot of auth- 
ority, and when they pass a 
resolution it becomes like 
a law, he said he thought 
people would be surprised 
at just how much authority 
a board has, “They also 
spend a lot of money,’ he 
added, ‘‘and take on a tre- 
mendous responsibility, ”’ 

Mr, Fraser, a meterolo- 
gist, is Officer in Charge of 
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DAVE FRASER 


Arctic Weather Central with 
offices at International Air- 
port, which comes under the 
Atmospheric Environment 
Service of the Federal De- 
partment of the Environment 

‘I found work as atrustee

We also had to provide a 
P,A, system, portable gen- 
erator, toilets, ambulance

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Indian claims may cost plenty 


The Canadian government 
may soon face a blood-curd- 
ling bill for compensation 
from Indian bands whose 
treaty lands were taken from 
them, decades ago, by what 
now appear to be illegal or 
fraudulent surrender docu- 
ments, reports Philip Math- 
fas in The Financial Post, 
The land surrendered - hun- 
dreds of square miles - is 
now being put to a multitude 
of uses, The Big Cove band 
in New Brunswick is claim- 
ing 3,000 acres of land near 
Rexton that was surrendered 
in 1879, The land is now part 
farmland, part forest. The 
band claims the Xs on the 
surrender documents that 
are supposedly marks made 
by assenting members ofthe 
band were in fact forged. 
Two handwriting experts 
have agreed with the band’s 
conclusions, Recognizing 
some validity to the claim, 
the Department of Indian and 
Northern Affairs is making 
arrangements to return to 
the band 700-900 acres of 
the land that was surrend- 
ered to the Crown, was never 
sold, and is still under the 
control of the department. 
The Tobique band living on 
the Maliseet reserve in New 
Brunswick claims there was 
an illegal surrender in 1892 
of 12,600 acres of land on 
which the town of Perth- 
Andover sits, 

Enoch’s band, near Ed- 
monton, Alberta, claims 17 
square miles of very valu- 
able land was illegally sur- 
rendered in 1902 and 1908, 
The band has employed an 
economist to evaluate its 
claim, whic is estimated 


to be “several millions of 
dollars,’ The armed Ind- 
fans, who were recently still 
occupying Anicinabe Park in 
Kenora, Ont,, claim, among 
other things, the park be- 
longs to the native people 
and was sold to the town 
without their authority, Ot- 
tawa is spending up to $7.5 
million over four years to 
help the bands research their 
grievances in full, 

The claim that seems to 
throw most light on the occa- 
sional practices of the fron- 
tier agents is one made by 
the Enoch’s band of northern 
Alberta, In those days most 
Indian people were still illi- 
terate; they signed docu- 
ments by marking an X or 


another distinctive mark, 
Like the Big Cove band 
the Enoch band claims the 
Xs signed on its surrender 
document were forged - pro- 
bably by one of the govern- 
ment officials dealing with 
the band at the time, The 
band has hired a lawyer 
and someone claimed to be 
North America’s foremost 
handwriting expert who con- 
firmed their suspicions, 
But even to the non-expert 
eye the Xs on the document 
certainly look as if they 
have been made by the same 
person, using the same pen 
and taking little care to vary 
the marks, The validity of 
over 700,000 acres in the 
West may be questioned.

Concerned residents voice objections on site proposed 
for shopping centre 


Mr, Dick Plain, president 
of the St, Albert Community 
Planning Committee, and 
approximately 50 c :ncerned 
residents were on ham at 
the council meeting on 
August 12 to express their 
reaction to locetions being 
considered for the proposed 
Regional Shopping Centre, 

“I would like to add a few 
words of general back- 
ground,’’ Mr, Plain began, 
“The Planning Committee, 
very early in the process 
during which various devel- 
opers outlined the items that 
are red colored (on the map) 
and numbered 1, 2 and 3, 
as viable shopping centre 
proposals, had realized that 
these proposals would have 
substantial benefits interms 
of offering services to the 
residents of the cornmunity, 
But (these proposals) would 
have substantial costs in 
terms of other potential lo- 
cations, in terms of traffic, 
and in terms of imposition 
in the case of one of the 
sites and possibly two,’’ 

Mr, Plain outlined the im- 
position of this site behind 
St, Albert Inn by stating 
the undesirability of the site 
“in terms of their border- 
ing on residential proper- 
ties, in terms of the losses 
in real property values, and 
in terms of the site satis- 
faction for the people in 
those urban areas who are 
presently enjoying the way 
of a quiet residential life 
in the Town of St, Albert.’ 

‘We had asked verbally 
and in writing what the coun- 
cil would think of having 
actual public meetings prior 
to any selection of any site,’ 
stated Mr, Plain and he men- 
tioned that in his discuss- 
ions with the mayor at that 
time that the hearings were 
not held due to the heavy 
schedule of meetings taking 
place in regards to budget- 
ary matters, “In any re- 
gard we had asked to attend 
the meeting that was called 
specially to- deal with the 
matter of the shopping cen- 
tre and checking with Coun, 
Lukay we discovered that 
it was an ‘in camera’ meet- 
ing. The result of the ‘in 
camera’ meeting we seem- 
ingly learned through a Jour- 
nal report the next day. It 
indicated something to the 
effect that: a) site 2, the 
Shapiro site in the Grandin 
area had been approved and 
that the final approval would 
be given at tonight’s meet- 
ing, 

Mayor Gibbon interjected 
at this point to state that the 
meeting referred to took 
place on July 24 of this year 
and that the committee went 
into camera following which 
it referred back to an open 
meeting, ‘The motion which 
you are actually referring 
to, CW 290, which has to be 
approved or rejected by 
council tonight (reads) that 
the committee recommends 
to council that the admini- 
strator be authorized to 
enter into negotiations for 
development of a Regional 
Shopping Centre on what is 
known as the Shaptro site, 
Now that is the motion you 
are talking about,’’ he sald, 

Coun, Lukay, who acts as 
liaison between council and 


the planning committee, add- 
ed in clarification, “I did 
get asked sometime prior to 
that date if it was to be a 
public meeting, I was under 
the impression that it was to 
be a public meeting and about 
an hour before the meeting I 
was informed by Mr, Byron 
that it was to be held in his 
office and thus not making it 
really conducive of what you 
could call a public meeting 
so I informed Mr, Pai 
accordingly, ’’ 

Mr. Plain expressed to 
the mayor that the people of 
the town had a d!ffe-ent im- 
pression from the Journal 
interview with the mayor 
than the impression being 
offered by him at the current 
council meeting. The mayor 
responded by saying that the 
Planning Committee shouid 
have approached him for 
clarification prior to this 
time. ‘We have not tried 
to mislead anybody,’’ stated 
the mayor, ‘‘we unfortunat- 
ely have to go by what is 
reported in the media, at 
least the people do, but in 
fact there is no thought of 
rezoning at this particular 
time.’’ (Among other things 
the mayor was quoted in the 
Journal as saying he hoped 
construction of the shopping 
centre would begin in the 
spring). 

Mr, Plain asked the mayor 
if the Planning Committee 
would have been expected to 
approach the residents of 
Grandin Park if not all St. 
Albert once it was discover- 
ed that the Journal report 
on the Shopping Centre Pro- 
posal was not accurate in 
order that they were corr- 
ectly informed of the situa- 
tion, The mayor stated that 
he was not suggesting that 
at all. In clarification the 
mayor said, “‘there will bea 
proper hearing, All we are 
doing is indicating the site 
we feel is most suitable from 
all points as we have studied 
them for ashopping centre. ’’ 

In further clarification the 
mayor said, ‘‘there will bea 
proper hearing. All we are 
doing is signifying the site 
we would choose at this par- 
ticular time with the know- 
ledge we have of the three 
sites available, with the 
three applications made and 
all we are doing is indicat- 
ing the site we feel is most 
suitable from all points as 
we have studied them for a 
shupping centre, We are not 
going into a specific zoning 
situation this evening. Ifitis 
agreed at this meeting there 
would be negotiations going 
on with the developer from 
the point of view of proper 
buffering, road ways, road 
widening, and what have you, 
All this information is avail- 
able from the Town Hall,’’ 

Before Mr. Plainturned to 
the residents present in the 
audience for their comments 
on the subject he referred to 
the possibility of a “small 
meeting with the residents, 
the Town, and the develop- 
ers’’ and the possibility of 
information being made 
available even before the 
selection of a site is made, 

The first person to speak 
on behalf of the residents 
was Mrs. Tupper who re- 
sides at 48 Grandin Road, 


“Il would lke to say,’’ she 
began, ‘’to members of the 
council that people who live 
on Grandin Road bought their 
homes «in rood faith having 
checked the zoning of the 
land across the street and it 
was zoned residential com- 
prehensive, Now we find that 
you are considering this land 
for a shopping centre and I 
feel that this is a breach of 
faith by the council mem- 
bers, The site on the north 
side of the river could be 
built without disrupting a 
natural pond and trees which 
could and should be a very 
handsome park,”’ 

At this point the mayor 
stated that it was not the 
intention of the council to 
disrupt that area, ‘‘The point 
of the resolution is that we 
go into negotiations to come 
up with the plan and properly 
preserve the park area, I 
have had designs on that for 
years, a lot longer probably 
than you have ... In any 
case what this comes down 
to is that this negotiation 
with the developer will take 
place prior to any rezoning 
taking place,’’ 

Continuing, Mrs, Tupper 
said, ‘‘I know that you are 
not here to rezone tonight, 
but you are here to accept 
in principal the Ball Estate 
site and that you are going 
to have studies done on that 
proposal, The number 3 site 
you have on your map has 
no residential areas about 
that at all, It seems to me 
that this would be the better 
site for a shopping centre. 
Not just because I live on 
Grandin Road and I don’t 
want a shopping centre in 
there, I have talked to sev- 
eral people in Lacombe Park 
and in Braeside and they all 
say why should Grandin Park 
get another shopping centre, 
The people of St, Albert 
haven’t had the opportunity 
to say where they want the 
site and I think the fact that 
you are elected representa- 
tives means that you should 
act responsibly, I think that 
if you approve the Ball Es- 
tate site then you are acting 
very irresponsibly, ’’ 


Mr, R, A, Bull took the 
floor next and listed the 
number of facilities already 
existing in the Grandin Park 
area ,., a shopping centre, 
curling rink, Lions Park, 
Town Hall, swimming pool, 
medical centre, and the pro- 
posed location of the Legion, 
“IT can see no reason why 
you can pick that site when 
we have everything here,’’ 
He also posed the question 
of the council if the lots in 
the proposed area were VLA 
lots, “If they were V.L.A, 
lots and a man was a veter- 
an and he built there first 
he had the hotel to contend 
with, Now this shopping com- 
plex is going to hang over 
his head, Isn’t this an ine 
sidious way to purchase land 
The individual who doesn’t 
have a price is going to be 
stuck with a shopping centre 
out his front door,’’ Mr, 
Bull lives at 44 Grandin Rd, 

Next to take the floor was 
Mrs, Suvan who lives at 70 
Gordon Crescent, ‘I appre- 
ciate that you did not intend 
to deceive us in any way, 


Somewhere along the line a 
lot of people that I talk to 
have the underlying feeling 
that the council doesn’t care 
what the residents feel. 
People moved out to St, Al- 
bert fully content that there 
is not the amenities of the 
City, that is the thing that 
we tried to escape from. 
Now you turn around and tell 
us that what we need is a 
shopping centre, We have 
Northgate, Londonderry, and 
Westmount within a 15 min- 
ute drive, Somewhere along 
the line we should question 
what the residents as a whole 
of St, Albert wish to see 
happen to their town, I don’t 
think that they had in mind 
when they moved out here 
that they wanted a mini- 
Edmonton and pretty soon 
we won’t be able to evade 
annexation with Edmonton 
because there is no more 
room left, Furthermore, for 
the proposed Shapiro site you 
state that this is not a re- 
zoring meeting but you are 
giving approval in principal 
to focus your attention on 
that site and disregarding 
the other sites. It will even- 
tually involve rezoning as 
this land is zoned residen- 
tial. With the proposed 
BACM and Allarco Develop- 
ments to the north, I do not 
see the feasibility of putting 
the shopping centre in the 
middle of Grandin, Since ele- 
ctions are right around the 
corner I think that a lot of 
people are going to contem- 
plate this situation very 
carefully.’’ The mayor res- 
ponded by saying that he 
shall keep this in mind when 
he is running next time. 

Next to take the floor was 
a new resident of the town, 
Mrs, Hayden of 40 Grandin 
Road. She remarked that she 
was overwhelmed by the pro- 
posal for a shopping centre 
while the facilities are close 
at hand in Edmonton and only 
a 45 minute bus ride from 
the town. She remarked that 
the ‘little patch of trees and 
the pond make it a little 
easier to contend with the 
squeeling tires every night 
coming from the Drive In.’’ 

Ken Scherbal of 58 Gran- 
din Road next spoke and said 
“T would like to keep this 
very brief, in conversation 
with many people on this 
project there is a great feel- 
ing of deceit. I would like 
council to keep this in mind 
in any further decisions,’’ 

Mrs, Wasniuk took the 
floor and urged council to 
hold back on any decision 
until they have further stud- 
ies on all the sites and come 
up with more reasons for 
selecting the Grandin Park 
site, 

Mrs, Scherbal of 58 Gran- 
din Road asked the council 
why there could not be a 
public meeting’ on the subject 
before a decision is made, 

The item, CW 290, came 
up next on the agenda and 
it was moved by Coun, Fyfe 
that the recommendation be 
tabled ‘‘until staff has con- 
ducted a serles of meetings 
to give information regard- 
ing the shopping centre de- 
velopments being proposed 
and to accept the public in- 
terest.’’ Coun, Lukay was 
in favor of the tabling mot- 


fon but commented that a 
more concrete plan should 
be prepared for presenta- 
tion to the public on the pro- 
posals, Mayor Gibbon voic- 
ed that he was not in favor 
of the tabling motion due to 


length of time which would 
be involved in negotiations 
with developers, 

The recorded vote on the 
tabling motion was 5 to 1, 
Mayor Gibbon was cpposed.

Jim White, Manitoba’s 
Chief Human Rights officer, 
said: ‘‘Unfortunately there 
is nothing in the act that 
covers the people in that 
movement, As a group, they 
have no protection,”’ 

He said that sometimes 
he can ‘‘do something for 
individual cases’’ but there 
is nothing that legally pro- 
tects homosexuals from dis- 
crimination, ‘‘They’re going 
to have to push the public 
for it.’’ 

The printer, Eugene Der- 
ksen of Derksen Printers 
Ltd., said he had refused 
to print the booklet ‘“‘be- 
cause I don’t have to print 
homosexual literature if I 
don’t want to and I don’t 
have to give a reason why.”’

The Gays for Equality 
group of Winnipeg sent 11 
people to Steinbach, eight of 
them women, to picket Mr. 
Derksen’s plant, Mr, Derk- 
sen tried to chase them away 
but they held their ground, 
marching up and down the 
sidewalk in front of the build- 
ing carrying placards ex- 
tolling homosexuality and 
criticizing Mr. Derksen. 

Derksen Unfair to Gay 
People, one poster read. 

Suddenly, a dozen Menn- 
onite pastors, several of 
them with their children, 
showed up carrying placards 
of their own and began quot- 
ing from the Bible and prea~ 
ching the evils of homosex- 
uality. 

The clergymen paired off 
with the homosexuals and 
marched side by side, The 
homosexuals chanted ‘‘Gay 
is good’’ and the clergymen 
quoted scriptures. 

Finally an RCMP con- 
stable showed up and ordered 
everyone home. 

Mr, Derksen said ‘We 
resent these people coming 
in and I had to leave be- 
cause I was tempted to throw 
rotten eggs at them.”’ 

Mr, Derksen, whose week- 
ly Carillon News has won 
awards, is also known for 
refusing to print movie ad- 
vertisements, Last month, 
he rejected advertisements 
for Last Tango in Paris 
and Blume in Love, both

A few days ago, I visited several shoe stores offering good buys, and at 
one, I paid 2 five dollar deposit on a pair of shoes I liked, Later on the same day, I 
saw a pair I liked better, in another store. I returned to the first store and told the 
salesman I didn’t want the shoes and asked for a refund of my deposit, He refused to 


return it. 
How can I get my deposit back? 
ANSWER: 

4 deposit paid on an article is a sign of good faith - in effect, you have 
agreed to purchase the item on which the deposit was paid, Therefore, if you decide 
not to purchase the article, you have not acted in good faith, The store has no legal 


obligation to refund your deposit, Many retailers will grant a credit note toward another 
purchase and some may refund the money. However, they have no obligation to do so, 


A good rule of thumb is: ‘‘only make deposits when absolutely necessary and always 
keep your deposit small.’’

SYLVESTER STRETCH 


The Sylvester Stretch ts 
a road which runs between 
Pictou and New Glascow in 
Nova Scotia, The Sylvester 
Stretch is also the name of 
a band that will likely be 
receiving a great deal of 
attention {n the near future 
in the Edmonton area and 
around Alberta, 

Though Bfll Cunningham, 
(rhythm), Lance Ford, (dr- 
ums), Duncan MacKenzie, 
(lead), and Henry Lewis, 
(bass) have only being play- 
ing together as Sylvester 
Stretch for about a month, 
the group already have a 
single being played on the 
radio, another single to be 
released soon, and an album 
set to be released in the late 
fall, The first single was 
released in Juneonthe Capi- 
tal Label, The songs on it 
are original, ‘“‘Aren’t you 
Tired’’ and ‘‘Turning Back, 
Moving into Darkness,’’ 

‘We're so new right now, 
maybe a month or so old, 
so whatever takes our fancy 
we'll play,’’ says Duncan 
MacKenzie, leader of the 
group, ‘‘We aren’t following 
heavy rock, we’re not foll- 
owing hard core country, 
and we’re not following mid- 
dle road, I think we all like 
groups like the Alman Bros, 
and Seals and Crofts, sort of 
a light country or country 
blues, We just like to do our 
original stuff and talk to the 
audience when we are in a 
tavern, Sort of like aconcert 
only in a tavern, Of course 
there is the top 40 material 
mixed in with the original,’’ 

Henry, Bill and Duncan 
grew up together in Pictou 
county in Nova Scotia, The 
three played together in 
other bands before circum- 
stances split them up, Lance 
is an Edmontonian who fust 
joined the others recently 
after impressing Duncan at 
a recording session, Henry 
is 22 years old, Duncan is 
26, Lance is 19 and Bill is 


23, ‘‘Henry and Bill lived in 
New Glascow and I lived tn 
Pictou," Duncan reports, 
‘When we first started writ- 
ing, Bill and I, I got in touch 
with Bill and asked him if 
he would like to get into 
some original material and 
that was great with him.” 
The product of many even- 
ings sitting on top of the 
mountain which overlooks 
Pictou County, Fraser 
Mountain, is what the list- 
ener will find on the singles 
and on the upcoming album, 
‘Both of us were working 
at the time but later things 
developed where I was laid 
off, my wife was laid off, 
and Bill was laid off, My 
wife started sending out job 
applications and Edmonton 
was the first place that came 
up. We were heading out to 
Edmonton and Bill came by 
when we were putting the 
trailer hitch on our car and 
it didn’t take much coaxing 
to talk him into coming 
along.’’ The pair took diff- 
erent routes to get to Ed- 
monton, Bill going across 
Canada, and Duncan through 
the States, They had arran- 
ged to meet at a particular 
place in Edmonton which tur- 
ned out not to exist, They 
met by accident a few weeks 
later, Henry joined them af- 
ter completing his teaching 
degree, 

Their start in Edmonton 
was greatly assisted by the 
efforts of the late Paul 
Clarke who was a writer 
for independent film com- 
panies at the time. Paul 
assisted the fellows put to- 
gether some original mat- 
erial and he took it down to 
Toronto, to Boot Records, 
and the people down there 
wanted to hear more, The 
next step was making tapes 
of the material that they had 
already done, Gordon Forbes 
currently working as an en- 
gineer for CHED, referred 
them to a producer by the 


name of Terry McManus, 
Terry liked the material and 
also wanted to hear more, 
He helped them whip the 
performance into a more 
presentable state and took 
them in for some studio 
demo sessions which went 
very well. A meeting with 
Tommy Banks followed and 
he was pleased with the pro- 
duct which opened the doors 
to the recording studios and 
the level of success they 
have now reached, 

‘We have intentions of 
doing a cross-Canada tour, 
Starting in the Maritimes 
and going all the way to the 
West Coast,’ says Duncan 
about their future plans, ‘“We 
are going home at Christmas 
for a visit and coming back 
to set the tour up, We are 
getting a lot of air play on 
the first release and are 
hoping for good things for 
the second, The tour will be 
going next year,’’ 

Much of Sylvester Stre- 
tch’s material was written 
in Nova Scotia on Fraser’s 
Mountain, ‘‘Being around 
people and writing doesn’t 
go together, so we’d goupon 
Fraser’s Mountain which 
overlooks Pictou County, you 
would get the whole picture. 
We would usually end up 
there when the sun was sett- 
ing and sometimes stay until 
12 or 1, The session would 
usually start with throwing 
chords back and forth and 
joking. Just a phrase, some- 
thing that somebody would 
say, would give you an idea 
of something you would like 
to develop, There was one 
song we wrote, about a guy 
and this girl who had been 
raped in one of those small 
towns, He was just a vaga- 
bond type but the town was 
pretty hostile looking for the 
guy who raped the girl, The 
townspeople got together in

No fishing was done on 
Saturday except from the 
shore in front of the camp 
where some nice 8 to 10 
pound Arctic Char were 
caught. 

Supper was at 7:30 p,m, 
as it is every night while 
breakfast was served at 7 
a.m, The dining room of the 
lodge can accommodate 
some 30 guests comfortably 
with the meals being excell- 
ent and in large quantities. 
The two cooks, Odessa and 
Susie outdid themselves on 
each meal which saw us 
have turkey, Arctic Char, 
veal cutlets, roast beef, meat 
loaf, char chowder and all 
the trimmings to go along 
with them, All suppers had 
an appetizer, soup and fresh 
vegetable salad, Desserts 
consisted of apple pie a la 
mode, jello, strawberry 
shortcake, fresh peaches, 
angelfood cake and all the 
coffee you could drink, Two 
of the guests - Joe Good 
and Walt Campbell of cen- 
tral Pennsylvania have hun- 
ted and fished all over the 
world from New Zealand to 
Norway, Alaska to Acapul- 
co, remarked to camp mana~ 
ger Mercol Bercee that they 
had never had any finer food 
than at Arctic Outpost. 

The lodge had a well equip- 
ped bar with prices that were 
in line for the area, Fishing 
supplies were available and 
included rods, reels, line, 
and an assortment of hooks, 
Card tables were always full 
with some good games of 
gin rummy and crib going 
on after supper. 

Sunday morning after an 
excellent breakfast, all 
guests were flown by Martin 
Hartwell and Mike Hackman 
to about eight different lakes 
that are within a 15 mile 
radius of the lodge, They 
were all fishing by 8:30 a.m, 
and would eat a shore lunch 
on the lake and be picked 
up each afternoon between 
4 and 5:30 or later if they 
so wished, The guests were 
placed two to a boat (mostly 
aluminum) with 10 horse 
motors and each boat was 
operated by a guide, There 
were about six Eskimo 


guides while the rest were

boys from 17 to 25 years 
who were working their way 
through college or high 
school, Some of the boys 
had been at the camp for 
two summers while for oth- 
ers it was their first time, 
Brian Taschuk from St, Al- 
bert was one of them, 

Most fishing was done at 
the entrances or outlets of 
various rivers that flow be- 
tween the lakes, I was assig- 
ned to Char Lake and was 
paired upwith Mr, Bill Hack- 
man and we were guided by 
his grandson Jimmy who 
knew the lake very well. 
We crossed the narrow lake 
in front of the lodge and 
began trolling the north 
shore. After only a short 
distance I hooked onto a 
char that was landed and 
released (8 lbs.) because it 
was too small, It was the 
largest fish I had caught in 
many a year and as I watched 
it slide back into the water 
I felt an empty spot in my 
stomach, Jimmy must have 
sensed this as he quickly 
assured me we would catch 
many more and a lot bigger 
ones, A few hundred more 
yards of trolling produced 
a few more in the same 
pound range and all were 
released, In one spot the 
char, many of which were 
big red males, were feeding 
on small insects on top of 
the water and the fish were 
coming completely out ofthe 
water, Many were in the 12 
to 15 pound range but would 
not take our large spoons, 

Unfortunately we did not 
have fly fishing equipment 
which no doubt would have 
worked, After a 1/2 hour 
of this we then went down 
to the far end of Char Lake 
where a 50 yard wide river 
flows in from Ice Lake, We 
couldn’t believe the sight 
before our eyes as the mouth 
of the river was completely 
full of big red male char 
that smashed into our fluor- 
escent red daredevil lures 
on almost every cast, We 
caught and released over 30 
char and lake trout in the 
8 to 10 lb, range except for 
two big males that were 
very beautifully colored in a 
deep reddish orange. 

I found the char were much 
better fighters than the lake 
trout of similar size, Many 
times the char would strip 
off 100 yards of line ina 
run, and then come back to-

wards the boat at the same 
speed only to take off again 
on another run, After a days 
fishing such as I had en- 
countered I can honestly say 
I was getting tired of catch- 
ing char, After returning 
about 4:30 p,m, I spent the 
next couple of hours walking 
the tundra viewing the many 
small flowers and bird life 
that inhabit the area, Arctic 
terns, seagulls, yeagers, 
ducks, geese, loons and many 
small birds are plentiful, 
The tern has the longest 
migration route of any bird 
as it summers in the Arctic 
and winters in Antarctica, 
Cariboo and musk ox are 
seen regularly near the 
camp, as are the small arc- 
tic fox. 

Monday morning I was 
paired with Mike Bechetti 
from Minneapolis and were 
flown to Yeager Lake 
Martin Hartwell in a beaver 
aircraft, The lake is about 
10 miles from camp and our 
guide was Brent Garassino 
who has been at the camp 
for two seasons and knew 
the big lake very well. We 
went directly across the lake 
to a spot where an unnamed 
river flows in and in less 
than an hour we caught more 
than 50 lake trout and char, 
Only three fish were kept: 
one a 16 pound lake trout 
caught by Mike and a 12 
pound trout and 10 pound 
char that I caught, All this 
fishing was done from shore 
while later on we trolled by 
the outlet of the river and 
hooked onto fish on every 
pass, We were picked up by 
Mr, Hartwell about 4:30 in 
the afternoon and were back 
at the lodge in about five 
minutes, 

Mr, Hartwell after his 
very publicized plane crash 
a couple of years ago in 
which three passengers died 
and he was not rescued for 
almost two months, is a 
very capable pilot. He has 
been flying since 1944 and 
manoeuvers the beaver air- 
craft like a professional pool 
player handles his cue. His 
landings and take-offs are 
very smooth and all guests 
remarked on this, Mr, Hack- 
man, also a well polished 
float plane pilot is very plea- 
sed with Mr, Hartwell and 
will endeavour to have him 
back next season to trans- 
port the fishermen, 

On Tuesday I was again 
paired with Bill and Jimmy 
Hackman only this time we 
were at Fishtrap Lake which 
is only a short flight from 
camp, On my first cast in 
a river mouth between the 
two lakes I hooked and land- 
ed a 14 1/2 pound male red 
char which was the biggest 
of the trip, After landing it 
I could have cared less if I 
caught another fish or not 
as my dream had been ful- 
filled, This was at 9 a,m, 
in the morning with some 
seven hours of fishing left. 
We toured the lake and many 
times caught and released 
big arctic char and some 
small lake trout. 

That night two other guests

and fishing stories with us, 
David is about 40 years old 
and had anunfortunate mish- 
ap a few years ago of hav- 
ing to have both his legs 
amputated below the knees 
while on a polar bear hunt, 
Both were amputated by he 
and his wife. He fashioned 
a pair of wooden legs him- 
self and prefers them to his 
artificial ones which he got 
later in Edmonton, He gets 
around very well and is one 
of the camp’s best guides. 
The Kaomacyk family will 
leave Arctic Outpost camp 
in October and move to Cam~ 
bridge Bay where they have 
a government house, David 
will again go out this winter 
for polar bear, cariboo and 
musk ox to feed and clothe 
his family. 

On Wednesday morning I 
bid farewell to ali the guests,

The ‘£1973 Rural Real ts- 
tate Value~ in Alberta Re- 
port’’ sh ws | iat there wac 
an increase of appr: ximate’ 
37 per cent in the tc. 
acreage sold in the province 
last year compared with 
1972, and that there was a 
corresponding 7,4 per cent 
increase in average rural 
real estate values per acre, 

According to the report, 
the fourth to be compiled by 
the Alberta Department of 
Agriculture’s Resource Ec- 
onomics Branch, the average 
value of rural real estate 
transacted in the province 
last year was $102 per acre,

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The Bellrose Park 
development would add 
21,000 population 


An article in last week’s 
edition reviewed the North- 
west Sector Plan which, if 
fully developed, would cover 
2,075 acres and house 34,405 
population, BACM is the ma- 
jor developer, 

Also before Town Council 
is a plan for the northeast 
sector, the Bellerose Park 
Outline Plan, which would 
cover 1,728 acres and house 
20,934 population, Developer 
is St, Albert Investments 
which represents a group of 
14 private companies and 
acquired the first property 
in the area in 1961, The 
area is contained by the 
Sturgeon River, Highway #2 
and the proposed freeway. 
About 85 per cent of the 
land is now owned by St. 
Albert Investments and other 
co-operating land owners, 
according to the Bellerose 
Park report. By agreement 
these entire land holdings 
have been pooled to further 
development objectives, 

After subtracting 137 
acres for the ravine and 
lands which may be subject 
to flooding along the Stur- 
geon River, plus 73 acres for 
buffers on Highway #2, the 
proposed Northwest Free- 
way and Villeneuve Road 
there is a gross area of 
1,518 acres to be developed, 
Of this 725 acres would be 
residential, housing 20,934 
people in 5,430 units; 314 
acres for roads and streets, 
83 acres for elementary and 
junior high schools, 135 
acres for commercial use, 
163 acres for recreation 
and senior high site and 98 
acres for park, 

To maintain a community 
structure the proposal plans 
three main areas in Belle- 
rose Park, each with a nuc- 
leus containing required 
school sites and open areas, 
commercial, day care and 
community centre, Aregion- 
al commercial centre is pro- 
posed for 50 acres on the 
highway at the southern end 
of the area, with three small 
commercial designations, 
one for each major residen- 
tial area, 

Housing units are broken 
down in the outline plan into 
64 percent detached single 
family, 27 per cent compre- 
hensive (attached dwellings, 
town housing, court housing 
and semi-detached), and nine 
per cent for apartments, 

Prepared for St, Albert 
Investments by J, N, Polounk 
Development Planning and 
Research Ltd,, the Bellerose 
Park report says the owners 
intentions are to pursue or- 
derly, economical, staged 
development at the earliest 
date practicable, and ack- 
nowledges that the support 
of the Town, MD Sturgeon 
and the Edmonton Regional 
Planning Commission are 
essential, 

The planning consultants 
forsee more importance for 
manufacturing in urban mun- 
icipalities withinthe Edmon- 
ton Metro area, with a con- 
current increase in related 
secondary industries, with 
{impact on employment opp- 
ortunities, They note also 
“hat the long-term trend to- 
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wards multi-unit construc- 
tion has recently been accel- 
erated, while in St, Albert 
new construction is still 
mainly single family houses, 
A density average of 14 per- 
sons per gross developable 
acre is proposed, which the 
report states compares with 
23.5 per acre in other plan- 
ning areas within Metro Ed- 
monton, 

Results of the consultants 
traffic analysis indicate that 
the extension of Villeneuve 
Road from Highway 2 across 
the northwest freeway will 
be the most heavily travelled 
artery in the area, It is 
suggested that intersections 
on Villeneuve Road between 
Highway 2 and the Northwest 
Freeway will have turning 
volumes up to 500 vehicles 
per hour in some directions, 
and that the central north- 
south arterial road may ex- 
perience loadings up to 700 
vehicles per hour in one 
direction during peak per- 
fods, due to internal traffic 
generation only, Maximum 
volumes on collector roads 
within the development dur- 
ing peak hours are estimated 
at 200 vehicles per hour in 
the peak direction, When 
fully developed the study 
area will impose loadings 
of about 1,900 vehicles per 
hour in the peak direction 
on the north-south routes 
serving the area, These 
routes are Highway 2, the 
proposed Freeway and two 
possible bridges across the 
Sturgeon, Assuming that only 
one bridge and arterial con- 
nection is built, a demand 
for two arterial lanes or 
9,85 freeway lanes remains 
according to the report, and 
some roadway capacity (ar- 
terial or freeway) will be 
required for the ultimate 
access requirements of 
Bellerose Park, 

It is proposed to develop 
the area in seven stages, 
with stages one to five over 
about eight years. The first 
phase would provide for 
some 475 residential lots 
and subsequently about 250 
lots per year, The final two 
stages would be developed 
after the virtual completion 
of the earlfer five, or as 
progress in the area dic- 
tates, 

It is estimated that 11 
schools will be required, 
seven for the protestant sys- 
tem and four for the catho- 
lic, and 83 acres of open 
space would be dedicated 
for the elementary and junior 
high schools, The proposal 
relates the open space sys- 
tem to the existing drainage 
pattern, the major existing 
ravine and the land along the 
river, According to the re- 
port the development has 
been accommodated within 
municipal engineering stud- 
fes for water and sewerage 
which provide adesign capa- 
elty of 20,000 population for 
the area, 

A main fire hall is planned 
close tothe commercial cen- 
tre, plus a substation in 
phase 6, The plan indicates 
23 - 28 policemen and three 
cruisers would be required 
for the development and 


states that space may be 
allocated inthe regional cen- 
tre for a police station, The 
proposal further states that 
a postal station could be 
accommodated in the re- 
gional centre, A main library 
{s indicated in the regional 
centre, with branch libraries 
associated with the schools, 

The total development will 
have about 330 children be- 
tween two and six and the 
plan suggests about 80 of 
these may need to be accom- 
modated in day care centres, 
A local health unit office 
could be provided near the 
regional centre, separate 
from the commercial front- 
age. 

The consultants state that 
when considering the logical 
form of growth of St, Albert, 
the importance of this north- 
east quadrant is obvious 
from the point of view of 
access to proposed major 
transportation network, and 
the slope of land toward the 
river which contains opti- 
mum drainage and servicing 
characteristics. They feel 
the northeast sector is less 
well defined and that the 
railway could limit expan- 
sion to the south of the 
sector. It is further pointed 
out that growth in the north-

Feedlot bloat may be pre- 
vented in beef cattle by add- 
ing extra salt to their diet. 
Bloat is caused by gas pro- 
duced by bacteria in the 
rumen, Normally the gas 
is expelled by belching. If 
it forms a stable foam with 
the rumen fluid, the rumen 
expands, presses on the 
diaphragm, and causes suff- 
ocation, The bacteria are 
required for normal diges- 
tion in the rumen, 


Water 
Incentive 
Program

Assistance in well water 
distribution development, is 
now available to bona-fide 
farmers for livestock.

Please note that this pro- 
gram had been discontinued 
on January 23, 1974 but is 
now in operation again, This 
program will be cut-off after 
5,000 applications have been 
received. 


We have found that, when 
salt was increased from 0,5 
per cent to 4.0 per cent in 
fine particle high-concen- 
trate feed; the rumen char- 
acteristics associated with 
bloat (frothy condition, high 
viscosity, and high acidity) 
were reduced, Earlier stud- 
ies at the Lethbridge Re- 
search Station had shown 
that bloat occurs when the 
feed is in fine particles but 
is greatly reduced when the 
feed is coarse. 

The rumen contents of 
cows fed a fine particle feed 
with 0,5 per cent salt had 
large numbers of broken 
bacterial cells and cells with 
slimy materials on the sur- 
face, The constituents of 
these broken cells, along 
with the bacterial slime, 
produce a highly viscous ru- 
men fluid in which the gas 
becomes trapped. 

In the rumen contents of 
cows fed a fine particle feed 
containing four per cent salt, 
the cells were not ruptured 
and there was no slimy mat- 
erial on the cell surfaces. 
The extra salt increased 
water intake and also the 
flow of water through the 
rumen, Both factors reduced 
the formation of stable foam 
and prevented bloat. 

The condition inthe rumen 


of the cows fed four per cent 
salt was similar to that in 
the rumen ofcows fed coarse 
feed, Feeding four per cent 
salt to control bloat should 
be considered a temporary 
measure, The feed should 
be in coarse particles to 
keep the addition of salt to 
a minimum because the high 
salt level in manure may 
salinize the soil and reduce 
crop production, 

Losses from feedlot bloat 
are estimated to exceed five 
million dollars per year in 
Canada. Our results on the 
effects of adding four per 
cent salt to a feedlot diet 
show another way of reduc- 
ing these losses. These find- 
ings will enhance the use of 
grains that have appeared 
to cause feedlot bloat. 

The above information was 
released by the Lethbridge 
Research Station.

Weeds of the Week- 


Leafy 
Spurge 


Leafy Spurge is a long- 
lived, deep-rooted, persis- 
tent perennial which repro- 
duces by roots and seeds, 
It infests pastureland, waste 


land, roadsides and river 
flats, 
The early rank growth 


gives spurge a tremendous 
advantage over spring~seed- 
ed crops or in pastures. 

The leaves are long, nar~ 
row and smooth, arranged 
alternately and are blue- 
green in colour. Flowers 
are borne as greenish-yel- 
low umbrella-like clusters 
which look more like leaves, 
The leaves, stems and roots 
contain a thick milky juice. 

Leafy Spurge may be eli- 
minated by two years of in- 
tensive cultivation - but a 
combination of chemicals is 
preferred, Application of 
2,4~D, Amitrol or Picloram 
will provide fairly good con- 
trol when followed by a re~- 
treatment of any regrowth 
the following year, 


Cleavers 


Cleavers - also known as 
- Valiant’s cleavers, Bed- 


straw, 
grass. 

It is an annual reproducing 
by seeds and growing incul- 
tivated fields, hedge-rows, 
wooded areas and lawns, 
Stems are square with short 
bristly, downward pointing 
hooks at the corners which 
give the plants a sticky feel- 
ing - stem is trailing. 

Plants pull down, entangle 
and smother cultivated crops 
and are serious competitors 
with crop plants for nutrients 
Cleavers may be found in 
most areas of the province, 
Shallow tillage to encourage 
the growth of the weed seeds 
and then thorough cultivation 
to control the young plants 
may be of value, The appli- 
cation of Mecoprop or Bro- 
minal M or Buctril M as 
recommended will control 
cleavers. 


A long lived persistent 
very competitive perennial, 
It spreads rapidly by both 
seeds and roots and is ve- 
coming more prevalent, par- 
ticularly inthe southern sec~- 
tion of Alberta, The plants 
are creeping and v‘xe-like 
and twine around other plants 


catchweed, grip- 


or objects, The leaves are 
arrowhead shaped with a 
blunt rounded tip, Roots are 
cord-like and deeply pene- 
trating, creeping in all dir- 
ections and sending up new 
shoots from buds on the 
stem. Flower - resembles 
a cultivated Morning Glory 
- colour is pink, fading to 
white, 

Thorough after harvest 
tillage and summer fallow 
tillage is needed to control 
bindweed, Cultivation should 
occur every time new green 
shoots appear, Always avoid 
spreading sections of roots 
to clean areas of the field, 

Combination of tillage and 
chemical treatment with 
2,4-D will aid in control 
during the summer fallow 
year - seed to cereal crop 
the following year and apply 
an in croptreatment of 2,4-D 
Ester immediately following 
harvest, 

On rangeland and native 
grasspastures Tordon may 
be used to treat patches of 
Bindweed, Dairy cattle 
should not be grazed for 
six weeks after treatment,

Once 
unsolicited mail drops 
through your letter box, it’s 
yours to do what you want 
with,

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be sold by one company to 
another as a means of rea- 
ching proven direct mail 
purchasers, 

With credit cards or other 
unsolicited mail addressed 
to you, you have the privi- 
lege of refusing them, Just 
mark the envelope ‘‘refus- 
ed,’’ sign it and return it 
to the Post Office where it 
will be disposed of in acc- 
ordance with its regulations, 
Anyway, it’s not your worry 
any more, 

Remember these points: 

*You are not required to 
pay for merchandise you 
didn’t order. 

*Check invoices carefully. 

*Don’t accept C,O,D. or- 
ders if you didn’t order them 

*Understand the condi- 
tions of acceptance of any 
unsolicited proposition, 

*Report any suspected 
misuse of the mails to the 
Post Office, 

*Most of all, don’t expect 
something for nothing!

Artificial ice work 
progressing well in Morinville 


A progress report on the 
artificial ice project in Mor- 
inville Arena indicates that 
work is going forward well 
and the Central Sturgeon Ag- 
riculture Society is contin- 
uing to urge all town and 
district residents to support 
the project financially, 

The asphalt along with 30 
inches of clay was removed, 
weeping tile installed all the 
way around the proposed ice 
surface, the total surface 
filled with sand, levelled and 
tamped to the level where the 
heated floor is to be install- 
ed, The need for the heated 
floor is to prevent the sub- 
surface from freezing and 
heaving. The header trench 
is now in to which the heated 
pipes are to be connected, 
This will be covered by a 
layer of sand, insulation and 
finally by a 5 inch thick slab 
of concrete which contains 
the refrigeration lines, This 
slab is to set for approxi- 
mately 28 days at which time 
ICE can be made, 

The stage of progress to 


date is that the heated floor 
is being installed, At the 
present rate of progress, 
the tentative date for Arti- 
ficial Ice is October 1, 1974, 

The committee invites you
